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Is There Reason for a Trolley Strike? 


At this writing the operating employees 
of the Georgia Power Company’s bus sys- 
tem are taking a strike vote. Since the 
union committee spokesman has freely 
predicted the vote will be for a strike we 
can only assume that to be the case. 

It seems to us certain factors should be 
taken in consideration. They are obtained 
from audited, sworn.facts, on file at the 
Public Service Commission office. 

1, The transit system must stand on its 
own feet. The company properly does not 
allow any profits from the electric service 
division to be used to pay transportation 
deficits. 


2. In the years 1947 and 1948, the trans- | 


It system lost an aggregate of little more 
than $600,000. The net 1949 profit for the 
company, in which there is $12,000,000 
investment, was $2,160. This was less than 
the average salary paid the operators. This 
vear, after a smal! fare increase, the com- 
pany has had a small profit inethe first 
quarter, but it is far less than the fair re- 
turn allowed by the Commission on an 
ennual basis. The riders are eight percent 
fewer than before the fare increase. 

3. The demands of 17 cents an hour in- 
crease, now reduced to 12 cents, and addi- 
tional pension payments would require a 
Jarge increase in fares. | 

4. Operators doing a full schedule of 
work make more than $300 a month for 
work which requires little skill and only 
a small amount of educational prepara- 
tion. 

o. For six years the company has been 
building up a pension fund, to which em- 
ployees have contributed nothing. A year 
ago actuaries were named io work out a 
new plan. The union actuary wants larger 
payment than the nonpartisan New York 
company whose business it is to advise in- 
surance companies and firms setting up 
Insurance plans. Under the present plan 


only those very few older men who have 
rot been employed long since the plan 
went into effect would, with Social Se- 
curity, receive less than $100 a month. 
For the great bulk of those at work pen- 
sions would be at least $100. Members 
of the union committee would, for ex- 
ample, receive more than $100 each. 

6. The cost of living index is lower 
ihan it was a year ago. It does not justify 
a wage increase demand. 

That is the background. We have taken 
only figures about which there can be no 
dispute. We earnestly wish to be fair and 
impartial. 

But, we cannot find any reason for the 
Strike against a whole people, city and 
county. This vear, as last, Jesse Walton 
and other local union officials seem to 
have nothing to do with the strike save 
to take orders from Ofsha Zimring, of the 
Labor Bureau of the Midwest, a bureau 
which directs all unions of all transpor- 
tation units in America. 

The union’s proposal to put “free 
autos” on the sweet for which passengers 
would pay a voluntary contribution is not 
merely unfair, but dangerous and the city 
should promptly deny it. Every day the 
city refuses permits to criminals, persons 
with sex attack records, and so on. To al- 
low unscreened cars on the streets is to 
invite crime and trouble. If there are to 
be jitneys let them be established legally 
by ordinance and the drivers properly 
screeneu. 

With the cost of living lower than last 
year, with most of the men making good 
wages and with pensions better than those 
agreed to by the steel and automobile 
unions, it seems to us some outside force 
is calling this strike as part of a national 
plan. 

We hope common sense will be able 
to avert it.

WASHINGTON—Resumption of eS between Yugoslavia and Greece has increased 
the already strong hope that Albania soon will break away from Russian leading strings. 
Yugoslavia and Albania are unique among countries turned Communist since World War II in 


that they do not directly border on Russia. 


Albania has no access to the Cominform world by land. 


And since Yugoslavia bolted from the Kremlin fold. 


Its nearest approach to Russia is by way 


of the Adriatic and Aegean seas, the Dardanelles and the Black Sea. 


Until June, 1948, Albania was a satellite of 
Yugoslavia, economically and politically. At that 
time Albania followed the Cominform by turn- 
ing against Marshal Tito, but without achieving 
any effective support, political or economic, in 
place of Yugoslavia. ) 

Albania never has been admitted to the Com. 
inform. Despite that, the Albanian Parliament 
last January voted to erect a statue of the 
“Diety, Joseph Vissarionovich Stalin.” Never- 
‘theless. Albania was pointedly left out of the 
Kremlin's list of Communist countries Joining in 
celebration of Stalin's recent seventieth birthday. 

The reason for this omission is believed to 
be a growing Russian dissatisfaction with the Al.- 
banian Government, as directed since 1944 by 
Col. Gen. Enver Hoxha.

Talmadge Hurt 
More Than George? 


Georgia's politics have a way of becoming a 
cinder in the nation’s eye, a rock in the nation’s 

3 shoe. 

t is sO once again. 

Governor Herman Talmadge’s chief of staff, Alex McLennan, 
shocked the State with a last-minute entry against Senator Walter 
George. The senator’s 25 years of experience, service and influence 
have given him a national reputation as one of the most stable men 
in the government. In the present national crisis, involving many 
factors of great importance to the South, a campaign is re- 
garded as an unearned indignity. His age is not great. History 
is replete with men who did their greatest work after 70. His 
health is better than it has been in years. It is his enormous 
store of knowledge and the influence he wields among Democrats 
and Republicans alike which make him now more valuable than 
before. Such men usually are accorded the honor of serving with- 
out opposition because they have earned that honor and because it 


makes sense. 
The Talmadge ieaders in Georgia are almost unanimously in 


* support of Senator George despite the 1938 race in which the 


serator defeated the late Eugene Talmadge in an acrimonious 
race convulsed by the appearance in Georgia of President Roose- 
velt who attempted to. purge Senator George in a Barnesville 
speech and with a candidate of his own choice. They are behind 
him because of the national issues and the power the senator pos- 
sesses to influence them. 


Harm Alex McLennan, who was Governor Talmadge’s chief of 
staff when he entered the primary, is certain to hurt the 
Talmadge cause more than that of Senator George. 

That much sound deduction already has emerged from the 
surprise and thé mystery of the announcement. Apparently McLen- 
nan has no group support and sought none before announcing. 

In every county there will be both Talmadge workers and Tal- 
madge dollars turning immediately from Talmadge io George. They 
fee], because of the weak quality of the Talmadge opposition, they 
can safely go to the senator. In addition to these there are many 
whose first political loyalty is to Senator George but who were 
giving al] their political aid to the Governor only so long as the 
senator had no opposition. 

The fact is that until Alex McLennan announced, there was not 
a county in the State the Governor's opposition could safely claim. 
He still remains a heavy favorite, but the emphasis shifts. The 
senatorial race assumes paramount importance. The workers and 
the contributions will shift to George. 


Results Candidate McLennan will have to come face to face 

with the fact of his own loyalty before many days have 
passed. He is of, for and by the Talmadge organization. He was 
its trusted lieutenant. 

He now places that organization in jeopardy. Indeed, if it were 
not for the fact of the presently weak opposition, he would prac- 
tically have assured the defeat of the Governor. 

He has created a situation which further embarrasses the Gov- 
ernor. Those close to the situation do not accept it as truth, but 
because politicians are not well-believed anyhow, there will be 
many who regard it is a deal by the Governor. Until his state 
ment of indorsement of Senator George was made, this was the 
general belief. 

Already there are those saying that he and his committee ar- 
ranged the earlv primary with an eye toward handicapping Senator 
George, who will have to remain in Washington at work or leave 
the critical problems, including that of civil rights, to come home 
and campaign. This is not true—but the effect is the same as if 
it were true. 

There are those saying, too, that the Governor conveniently 
arranged to delay his opening speech for a week so that his chief 
of staff could get all the Sunday morning headlines—this is not so, 
but again—the effect 1s the same. McLennan got them, 

In many ways the former chief of staff has damaged the Tal- 
madge campaign and its integrity. This fact he cannot escape. 
Also Not only has he done great harm to the Governor, whose 

classmate, friend and protege he was, and presumably 
vet is, by diverting work and financial aid from the Governor to 
the senator, but he has made it absolutely necessary for the Tal- 
madge organization to carry the chief burden of two campaigns. 

If their own man remains in the race, the Talmadges cannot say 
they are interested in but one campaign. Whether they like it 
or not they -will have two on their hands unless friendship and 
loyalty to the organization and the Governor at last weighs heavier 
than ambition and causes McLennan to withdraw on that basis— 
not to embarrass end hamper his friends.

Sec. Johnson's Strange Turn 


WASHINGTON—In the! child’s game, called “grandmother's 
footsteps” in some infantile circles (and “red light” or “l spy” in 
others), the “it” stands with his back to a second player, while the 
second player tries to sneak up on him. When the “it” turns his 
head, the second player freezes in position, looking as innocent as 
possible. If the second player can tag the “it,” he wins. But if 
the “it” sees him moving, he loses. 

Secretary o1 Defense Louis Johnson is now playing the part of 
the second plaver in “srandmotHer’s footsteps,”’ while. the unwary 
American public plays the “it.” Secretary Johnson is now revers- 
ing his position—but so quietly and carefully that he evidently 
hopes the “it” will not catch him at it. . 


' 
‘ : ‘ The latest move in the game was Johnson's re- 
Reappraisal quest to Congress last week for an increase in 
aircraft procurement of $300° million, with $50 million more for 
antisubmarine work. This move was covered—rather inadequately, 
to a reasonably sharp-eyed “it’—by Johnson's assertion that cer- 
tain events head forced a reappraisal, notably “the Soviet atomic 
explosion, the fall of China, the serious situation in South East Asia.” 
The meaning of these events has presumably burst with sudden 
force upon Johnson’s consciousness. At least since Johnson as- 
sumed office, it has been fairly obvious to anyone capable of read- 
ing the newspapers that China was finished and Southeast Asia 
in grave danger. As for the, Soviet bomb, the decision drastically 
to reduce American defenses was confirmed well after it was ex- 
‘ploded last September Only now, seven months after the event, 
has it suddenly occurred to Johnson, according’ to his statement. 
that the Russian bomb might affect American military planning. 
Yet in fact, Johnson pegan playing “grandmother's footsteps” 
some time before last week’s request to Congress. Here it is 
necessdry to examine the original Johnsonian “economy” program. 
It had two phases. In the first phase, Johnson was to “save” one 
billion dollars out of appropriations for the fiscal vear ending next 
June 30. This sum was to be actually returned to the Treasury, 
presumably with suitably grandiloquent Johnsonian gestures. 
The second phases was to have seen the 1951 defense 


Start budget held to a thirteen. billion-dollar maximum, with 
twelve billion envisaged as the limit thereafter. Well into this 
vear, months after the Soviet atomic explosion, Johnson was still 
loudly talking of this kind of “economy.” Then (is it possible to 
suspect that reports appearing in this space bad a little to do with 
it?) the game of “grandmother's footsteps’ * began. Various “in- 
creases’ in American armed strength (which were not really in- 
creases at all, but reductions in strength somewhat less drastic than 
originally planned) were announced with a flourish. 

“Economies,’ it was announced, had made these “increases” 
possible. Some perfectly authentic economies have undoubtedly 
been made. Chairman Carl Vinson, in a recent brilliant, too little 
noticed speech, credited Johnson with $600 million in real savings, 
against $1.5 billion “cut into the sinew and muscle of the armed 
services.” But what really happened® was that Jotnson quietly 
abandoned the idea of handing the unfortunate taxpayer a poisoned 
plum, and spent the money instead on what the Pentagon calls 
“hardware —arms. 

This was the first quick, silent dash in Johnson's game of 
“grandmother's footsteps.’ Last week’s request was the second. 
Future dashes are clearly in prospect. The events which have so 
suddenly and belatedly forced themselves on Johnson's attention. 
says Johnson, “make it entirely possible that appropriations in 
excess of those which have been requested for the current fiscal 
vear will be required in succeeding years, not only for our own 
military forces but’ also for the military aid program.” 


Dama e In short, with the 1951 defense ceiling already 
g breached, the Johnsonian “economy” program is to 
be relegated to the ashcan as inconspicuously as possible, while 


_ Johnson ‘continues to shout “economy” at the top of his lungs. 


Unfortunately, this almost certainly does not mean that the great 
effort required by the world situation will be made. 

In his remarkable speech, Chairman Vinson documented al! 
that has been said in this space, and more, of-the extraordinary 
damage inflicted by Johnson on the military posture of the United 
States. This damage cannot possibly be repaired without a total 
reversal, as public as a strip tease, of Johnson’s position. And if 
Johnson made so public a confession of previous error, the “it”— 
the American public—would then catch him out in his little game. 

“I will leave it to others,” said Chairman Vinson, “to sell this 
idea that we rise by falling, that we advance by retreating, that 
we can achieve strength through weakness.” One question remains 
to Be asked. Is the man who has consistently attempted to “sel! 
this idea"—an idea which bears within it the seeds of our destruc- 
tion—fit to hold the position he now holds?

A 
great majority of all children 
contract polio of a simple type, 
and it is passed off as a cqjd, 
sore throat, upset stomach, or 
headache. Proper care, proper 
precautions, can keep all but a

al age. The promise that today a person of 60 


can be as young, vigorous and vital as the average person 
of 40 is as exciting as finding the fountain of youth in 


middle age. 

Age tests in many ways paral- 
lel health tests. “She who stays 
healthy stays young” is an old 
proverb. Way back there, stay- 


-ing young and healthy was 


largely left to chance. Now we 
have geriatrics, that branch of 
medical science which deals with 


age. But instead of regarding. 


geriatrics only as medical care 
for older people, think of it as 
anti-aging medical service. By 
taking advantage of this science 
of geriatrics, our forties can 
take care of our fifties, the fif- 
ties of the sixties, and we’ can 
advance vigorously into our 
seventies and eighties. By living 
on a high level of health through 
the middle period of life. we 
can have a healthy, enjoyable 
old age—not just old age. The 
geriatrics examination takes in 
all the factors of aging. 

This branch of medicine is 
well described in a little blook- 
let LIVE LONG AND LIKE IT, 
published by the Public Affairs 
Committee, a non-profit educa- 
tional organization at 22 East 
Thirty-eighth St..

thing influences the rate at 
which we age. We speak glibly 
of the normal wear and tear that 
is part of everyday living, but 
what dges this mean? It means 
that material is required con- 
stantly to take care of the neces- 
Sary tissue repair, as well as 
for the continuous upkeep of 
the vital internal activities. The 
body is the most wonderful of 
all machines in that it can re 
pair itself, given the proper ma- 
‘terials.
